On Tuesday, November 24, 2015, an Internal Affair Bureau (IAB) team comprised of 
Lieutenant Kelly Adler, Sergeant Anthony Easter, and Sergeant Jeffrey Hamil 
responded to 1001 San Gabriel Boulevard, regarding a non-hit deputy-involved 
shooting. The location was a Motel 6, located in the city of Rosemead. 


Operation Safe Streets supervisors, Lieutenant [ana Sergeant Joseph 
Valencia, were on scene when the shooting occurred. 


IAB Lieutenant Adler checked to see that Lieutenant took reasonable steps to 
ensure that Detective Navarrette and witnesses did not discuss the incident among 
themselves or with uninvolved persons prior to being intervie} y the assigned 
investigators. Lieutenant Adler also ensured that Lieutenant knew that the 
aforementioned parties should not collectively consult with their attorney or 
representative. In addition, Lieutenant Adler checked to see if Lieutenant EE 
attempted to have Detective Navarrette and witness personnel gather in the company of 
a supervisor until they provided a statement to the assigned investigators. 


SYNOPSIS: 


On November 24, 2015, at approximately 1000 hours, detectives from Operation Safe 
Streets Gang Surveillance Unit (OSS/GSU) conducted a surveillance at the Motel 6, 
located at 1001 San Gabriel Boulevard. They were attempting to locate Victor Prieto III 
(Suspect Prieto), who was wanted for attempted murder for an incident that occurred in 
the city of Pico Rivera. The Pico Rivera incident was documented under file number 
015-0897 1-1519-051 [Exhibit A]. 
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INVESTIGATIVE SUMMARY 


IAB Note: The Gang Surveillance Unit is a team comprised of eight undercover 
detectives from OSS and additional uniformed personnel. They 
receive cases from other OSS investigators throughout the county or 
Homicide investigators, in which the suspect cannot be located. 
They primarily concentrated on gang members that are wanted for 
murder, attempted murder, or weapons violations. 


The Gang Surveillance Unit was at the Motel 6, due to A o o | 
from Suspect Prieto’s 


Suspect Prieto is a documented Pico Rivera 13 gang member. See 
Exhibit B for Suspect Prieto’s criminal history. 


Prior to conducting the surveillance, members of the Gang Surveillance Unit conducted 
briefings regarding information that Suspect Prieto was at the Motel 6. They were not 
certain which room Suspect Prieto was in. 


While conducting the surveillance, members from the Gang Surveillance Unit contained 
the Motel 6. Detective Adam Navarrette (Detective Navarrette) and Special Agent 
(a member of the Gang Surveillance Unit from the Department of 

Homeland Security) observed Suspect Prieto and hil Wines: M 
walk to Suspect Prieto’s vehicle (1997 Toyota Camry, brown, California license plate 
numbe ii. Suspect Prieto's vehicle was parked in front of Detective 
Navarrette's undercover vehicle. Detective Navarrette discussed a pre-planned arrest 
strategy to apprehend Suspect Prieto prior to him entering his vehicle to avoid a 
vehicular pursuit. Detective Navarrette communicated to his team members to exit their 
vehicles and contact Suspect Prieto. Detective Navarrette, Witness] and 
Detective Derek White (Witness White) were parked adjacent to each other in their 
undercover vehicles. As they exited their vehicles, Detective [EE (Witness 

drove his undercover vehicle to their location to assist with arresting 
Suspect Prieto. Detective Navarrette identified himself as a member of the Los Angeles 
County Sheriff's Department by shouting and telling Suspect Prieto to put his hands up 
[Refer to Detective Adam M. Navarrette’s IAB interview, pages 3-4; Detective 
Adam M. Navarrette’s OSS s Ai 5-7; Witness Derek White’s IAB 


interview, pages 3-5; Witness IAB interview, pages 2-5; Witness 

EI Oss interview, pages 2-5; Suspect Victor Prieto’s IAB interview, 
ages 1-2; Suspect Victor Prieto’s OSS interview, page 8; Witness 

maw IAB interview, pages 3-4]. 
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INVESTIGATIVE SUMMARY 


IAB Note Detective Navarrette was wearing a green Los Angeles County 
Sheriff's bullet proof vest. The vest had a bright gold Sheriff's star 
embroidered on the left side of the chest area, a bright gold Sheriff's 
patch on the right chest area, and a large bright gold Sheriff's patch 
on the upper back portion of the vest. 


Initially, Suspect Prieto complied with Detective Navarrette’s orders. Seconds later, 
Suspect Prieto turned away from Detective Navarrette and began to run. Detective 
Navarrette broadcasted Suspect Prieto’s actions via his radio and advised that he and 
Witness HB were in foot pursuit. Detective Navarrette and Witness chased 
Suspect Prieto in a northwesterly direction through the parking lot, then through the 
east/west breezeway, located on the south portion of Motel 6. Suspect Prieto continued 
to run, as he turned and went northbound through the east corridor. Detective 
Navarrette and Witness continued to chase Suspect Prieto from 10 to 15 feet 
behind [Refer to Detective Adam M. Navarrette’s IAB interview, pages 4-5: 
Detective Adam M. Navarrette’s OSS interview. page 7; Witness 

IAB interview, page 5; Witness EEE OSS interview, page 5; Witness 
Derek White’s IAB interview, page 5; Suspect Victor Prieto’s IAB interview, page 
2; Suspect Victor Prieto’s OSS interview, page 8]. 


IAB Note: Witness White was initially part of the foot pursuit with 
Detective Navarrette, and Witness ME However, when 
Witness White lost sight of them, he contained the southeast 
portion of the Motel 6. 


Detective did not engage in the foot pursuit. He 
contained the northeast portion of the motel. 


The foot pursuit was broadcasted on a tactical channel and 
was not recorded. See the Foot Pursuit Evaluation Form in the 
Miscellaneous Documents Section. 


As Suspect Prieto ran north through the east corridor, he placed his right hand into his 
waistband. When he removed his hand from his waistband, Detective Navarrette 
observed a silver handgun [Exhibit C] in Suspect Prieto’s right hand, as he (Prieto) 
continued to run. Detective Matthew Landreth (Witness Landreth) was containing the 
southwestern portion of the motel, when he observed Suspect Prieto running with the 
handgun. Witness Landreth broadcasted Suspect Prieto’s actions over the radio 
(tactical channel STAR TAC-2). Suspect Prieto continued to run. Suspect Prieto kept 
looking over his right shoulder. Detective Navarrette made the decision to stop

pursuing Suspect Prieto. Detective Navarrette ran toward the breezeway located on the 
northeast portion of the east corridor to obtain cover.

IAB Note: The northeast breezeway is the only area that provided cover 
and concealment in the east corridor of the Motel 6, where the 
foot pursuit and shooting occurred. 


Prior to Detective Navarrette obtaining cover in the northeast breezeway, Suspect 
Prieto suddenly brought his right arm up, while holding the handgun, bladed his body to 
the left, and faced Detective Navarrette. Detective Navarrette feared Suspect Prieto 
was going to shoot him and Witness I Detective Navarrette saw he had a wall as 
his backdrop, as he ran to obtain cover within the breezeway on the northeast portion of 
the motel. Detective Navarrette brought up his Department issued MP5 and fired one 
shot at Suspect Prieto. He was not sure if he shot Suspect Prieto. Detective Navarrette 
went into the north breezeway of the motel for cover. Suspect Prieto brought his gun 
down and stopped running. Detective Navarrette fired only one shot, because Suspect 
Prieto no longer pointed the gun at him, and he became concerned of shooting in the 
occupied parking lot of Motel 6 [Refer to Detective Adam M. Navarrette’s IAB 
interview, page 6; Detective Adam M. Navarrette’s OSS interview, pages 8-9; 
Witness zara As interview, page 5; Witness iii oss 


interview, page 6]. 


IAB Note: Suspect Prieto was not shot by Detective Navarrette. The 
bullet struck the west wali of the east corridor [Exhibit DJ. The 
crime lab attempted to retrieve the bullet from the stucco wali, 
but was unsuccessful. 


Suspect Prieto began to run again, before he fell into a planter on the north portion of 
the motel. Detective Mezzano (Witness Mezzano) observed Suspect Prieto get up, as 
he (Suspect Prieto) stumbled, and appeared to be exhausted. Witness Mezzano and 
Witness Landreth observed Suspect Prieto toss a handgun [Exhibit C] near the curb in 
front of the Motel 6. [Refer to Witness Christian A. Mezzano IAB interview, page 9; 
Witness Matthew D. Landreth’s IAB interview, page 9]. 
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Suspect Prieto ran another 20 to 30 feet before being contacted b Witness EP: ind 
Deputy EEE (Witness ë MUS BE ere Suspect 
Prieto to stop running. Suspect Prieto complied and raised his hands in the air. 
Witness grabbed Suspect Prieto’s left arm as Witness EEE grabbed 
Suspect Prieto's right shoulder, after they approached Suspect Prieto from behind. 
Witness RIM ob served Suspect Prieto breathing heavily, gasping for air, before 
losing his (Prieto’s) balance. Witness: attempted to prevent Suspect Prieto 
from falling to the ground, which caused Witness to lose his balance, and 
fall to the ground with Suspect Prieto partially on him. Witness [EEE managed 
to brace the fall with his left knee. Witness vas able to control Suspect Prieto’s 
body to prevent him from falling completely onto Witness Witness 
Mezzano arrived and held Suspect Prieto’s legs while Witness applied the 
handcuffs to Suspect Prieto’s wrists. There was no force used when the handcuffs 
were applied. Sergeant Valencia (Witness Valencia) was on scene during the detention 
and handcuffing of Suspect Prieto. Witness Valencia conducted a broadcast [Exhibit 
F]. He advised that there was a deputy-involved shooting (Temple Station’s frequency) 
and requested additional units [Refer to Witness iia interview, page 
12; Witness OSS interview, pages 10-12; Witness 

IAB interview, pages 10-11; Witness Christian A. Mezzano’s IAB 


interview, page 10; Witness Joseph L. Valencia's IAB interview, page 8 and page 
10; Witnes: iin s 5 interview, page 5). 

Suspect Prieto complained of pain to his right leg after he was arrested. He had a 
bruise on his upper right thigh. He believed it may have been caused by him falling on 
the pavement. He also had an abrasion on his right elbow. Suspect Prieto was treated 


at the scene by Los Angeles County Fire Engine 47. See Exhibit G for Suspect’s 
Prieto's injuries.

Suspect Prieto's is a documented “Pico Rivera” Gang Member known as “Lil Boy’. 
SUSPECT’S INJURIES: 

Suspect Prieto had an abrasion on his right elbow. He also had a bruise on the upper 
portion of his right thigh. He believed the injuries were possibly from falling on the 
pavement. See Exhibit G for photos of Suspect Prieto’s injuries. He was treated on 
scene by Los Angeles County Fire Engine 47, under the direction of Captain Lancaster. 


DEPUTY PERSONNEL INJURIES: 


No deputies or other personnel from other agencies were injured during this incident. 
PHYSICAL EVIDENCE: 


Forensic Identification Specialist Erika Di Palma from Scientific Services Bureau arrived 
at the location. She collected numerous items of evidence. Suspect Prieto’s firearm 
(Sterling LR Stainless .22 caliber semi-automatic handgun, serial number [EE was 
among the items recovered and collected as evidence. For description of evidence 
collected and where it was located, see Forensic Identification Specialist Di Palma’s 
supplemental report [Exhibit H]. 
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INVESTIGATOR'S OBSERVATIONS: 


Internal Affairs Bureau Investigators arrived at the scene approximately two hours 
after the initial incident occurred. The crime scene was secured. After Suspect Prieto 
was secured, Detective Navarrette was transported to South Los Angeles Station to be 
interviewed. 


The Motel 6 located at 1001 San Gabriel Boulevard in the city of Rosemead contained 
128 rooms on two tiers. The motel is recessed on a lot behind a Mobile Gas Station 
and a Carrow’s Restaurant. Investigators observed a white electronic tablet with a 
shattered screen and a torch lighter adjacent to Suspect Prieto's vehicle, which was 
parked in the southeast parking lot. There was a pair of black-framed prescription 
glasses in the south breezeway near room 152 next to a trash can. The investigators 
observed one expended 9mm casing [Exhibit E] on the ground in the north portion of 
the east corridor. There was a small hole in the west stucco wall of the east corridor 
[Exhibit D]. There was also a firearm (.22 caliber, “Sterling, model LR stainless, semi- 
automatic, silver, serial rumo BA 0 the ground near a planter within the north 
parking lot [Exhibit C]. 


There were no surveillance video cameras on any of the surrounding businesses (Motel 
6, Carrows' Restaurant, Mobile Gas Station, or Kami Buffet) that depicted the incident. 
IAB investigators videotaped the path the Suspect Prieto ran [Exhibit M]. 


Los Angeles County Sheriffs Department Crime Lab responded. Forensic Identification 
Specialist Erika Di Palma took over the crime scene. She collected the evidence from 
the crime scene, took photographs, and later booked the evidence at the Los Angeles 
County Crime Lab. See Forensic Identification Specialist Di Palma's supplemental 
report [Exhibit H] for further. Copies of the crime scene photographs are included in 
Exhibit i. For a diagram of the crime scene, see Exhibit J. 


WEAPON USED BY DETECTIVE ADAM M. NAVARRETTE: 


Detective Navarrette fired one round of Department issued 9mm ammunition from his 
Department issued Heckler & Koch M/P 5. His firearm was retrieved by Forensic 
Identification Specialist Erika Di Palma for evidence. 


IAB Note: A round count was conducted by IAB investigators. The round 
count revealed 26 live 9mm rounds inside the magazine of Detective 
Navarrette’s weapon and one 9mm round chambered (see Round 
Count Transcription in the Witness Section).

Detective 
Navarrette went to the north breezeway and obtained cover. He was not sure if 
Suspect Prieto was shot [Refer to Detective Adam M. Navarrette’s transcribed OSS 
interview, pages 7-9 and pages 10-12; Detective Adam M. Navarrette’s IAB 
interview, pages 4-6 and pages 13-17].
